Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1 2, drawn to device to test any sensor with filter correction 
employing software filter, classified in class 73, subclass 1 .01+. 

II. Claim 13, drawn to device to test any sensor with filter correction by 
parametrization of a triggering algorithm for restraint means, classified in 
class 73, subclass 1 .71 . 

III. Claims 15,17, drawn to method to test an impact sensor with filter 
correction employing software filter, classified in class 73, subclass 1.38. 

IV. Claim 16, drawn to method to test an impact sensor with filter correction 
by parametrization of a triggering algorithm for restraint means, classified 
in class 180, subclass 271. 

V. Claim 1 9, drawn to method to test an impact sensor with additional signal 
dependent on successive filter corrections (Figure 4), classified in class 
73, subclass 1.38. 

VI. Claim 20, drawn to method to test an impact sensor with filter correction 
by employing a step function, classified in class 73, subclass 12.01. 



Claims 14 and 18 link Groups lll,IV,V,VI, and will be examined with any 
one of those 4 groups. 
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Claim 11 links I and II, and will be examined with any one of those two 
groups. 

Inventions lll-VI and I, II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to test any type of sensor, 
including either a flow meter, or pressure sensor whose output is used to trigger a valve. 

Groups I and II are directed to distinct embodiments. 

Inventions III, IV, VI and V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of the subcombination are not in the combination. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as methods to test an impact sensor employed to trigger a memory of driving 
conditions at time of impact. 
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Inventions III, IV and VI are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of the subcombination are not in the combination. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as methods to test an impact sensor with an actual impact. 

Groups III and IV are directed to distinct embodiments. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
